\ derations, We have, ( with the Countenance, and by the Advice of Our Gracious 


Prince Eleftor ) Reſolved to Build a Publick Church in this City, the Prince Ele. 
tor Javini rated with the Three Eſtates of this Land, to give their Conſent, 
that Four Churches may be Ereted in Prſia, for thoſe of the Reformed Religion, 
and one of theſe Four to be in this City, which was not obtained without Difficulty, 
the Body of the Land being Letheray, We have, upon Our own Charges, with 
the Aſſiſtance of ſome Friends, begun the Building, and brought 1t conſiderably tore. 
ward. Bur conſidering, what is yet required, for perfecting of the V Vork, ( The 
way of Building here, being ſo coſtly, which we cannot ſhun, unleſs V Ve would 
expoſe Our ſelves, and Our Religion to Contempt ) We find it above our Power, 
without Affiſtance from others, who wiſh well to the Church of Chriſt; And to 
whoſe Door can We with more confidence come for Help, than to Yours, the Repre. 
Fentative of Our Mother Church, where moſt of Us had Our Original ? 
We do therefore, in the Bowels of Our Common LORD and Saviour JESUS 
CHRIST, earneſtly entreat, You may pleaſe to lay Your ſelves forth, for procure- 
ing ſome conſiderable Aſſiſtance, from the Churches in that Kingdom, that this 
Good Work may not die in the Birth, ( which Our and Your Enemies would gladly 
fee) but may be brought to PerfeQtion ; and it 1s not a ſmall thing will do it. We 
teave the Method, for Raiſing and ColleQing it, to Your Diſcretion. We have Au- 
thorized and Commiſſionated two Faithfuland Worthy Friends, Mr. Charles Ramſay, 
and Mr, Francis Merchants here, to receive from You, what the Piety and Cha- 
rity of Your Church will beftow upon thus Great and Good Work. We hope We 


need not uſe Arguments, to urge Our Requeſt; the advanceing, yea the ſtanding 
of the Reformed Intereſt, amongſt Enemies in this Place; the Comfort of Us Your 
Countrey-men. here ; the Edification alſo, of many Merchants and Seamen, which 
Yearly from Scotland do frequent this Place, do call aloud for this. 


And for Your further Information, about this Matter, VVe have deſired the Re- 


verend Mr. James Brown now Miniſter at Rotterdam, who knoweth Our Circum- 


ſtances well ( having for ſeveral Years, in the time of Perſecution, laboured in the 


Goſpel amongſt Us, and that not without Succels, Bleſſed be GOD) more fully to 
Inform You of the Expediency, yea of the Neceflity of this Good VVork. 


This only, without boaſting, V Ve preſume to add, that there are ſeveral VVorthy 
Perſons, both of Gentlemen , Miniſters, and others in Scor/ard, ( though ſome of 
them are fallen aſleep) who, from their Experience, can teſtifie, how ready We 
were, to Our Power, to. be afliſtant-to ſuftering Perſons, in the time of Your Diſper- 
fion; And now, when the LORD hath graciouſly reſtored You to Your former 
Priviledges, We are confident, You will readily open Your Ears, to this Our Ne-

HE Provincial Synod of Lothian and Tweeddate, taking into their Con- 
ſideration, the Act of the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, of 
the date the fifteenth day of April laſt bypaſt; Whereby they allow a 
General Collection to be made through the whole Churches and Pa- 
riſhes of this Kingdom, for promoving the Building of a Church ar 
Kypnigsberg in Pruſſia, for Our Countrey-men, and others of the ſame Reformed Re- 
ligion with Us. And to the end that it may be the more Effectual, allowing the re- 
ſpective Miniſters and Presbytries concerned, to make the faid Collection either ar 
their Church-doors, or by the Miniſters, Elders and Deacons, from Houſe to Houſe, 
as they {hall think moſt expedient, and to intimat the faid Collection, on ſuch days - 
as they ſhall think fit, for that effect; as the ſaid Act more go.” bears. And having 
alſo conſidered the Addreſs, made by theſe of this Nation, reſiding in the faid Cir 
of Konigsberg , with the Reverend Miniſters, and Elders of the Reformed Church 
there, directed to the General Aſſembly of the Church of Scotland, or their Commil. 
fioners, with the Petition thereupon preſented by the ſaid Commiſſioners, to the 
Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, which were the Grounds of the forefaid Act: 
Whereby it manifeſtly appears, that the promoving of the Building of the faid Church, 

' isa moſt neceſſary Work, tor the preſerving and advancing of the Intereſt of the true 
Reformed Religion in theſe Parts; And hkeways a Duty, whereunto all that ſincere. 
ly love the Proteſtant Religion within this Kingdom, are WE up both on the ac 
count of their Countreymen and Brethren in theſe Parts; And alſo, of that Chriſtian 
and kindly Sympathie, that they have conſtantly Expreſſed towards the Church of 
Scotland, even in its greateſt C antics: Do therefore moſt ſeriouſly recommend it 

 twevery Miniſter, within the foreſaid Province of Lothiax and Tweedaale, to cauſe Dae 
ther the ſaid Collection, either at their Church-doors, or by the Miniſters, Elders and
